This action is in response to the application filed 1 1/07/05. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites producing an electrolytic capacitor using aluminum tetrafluoride as the 
electrolyte solution, and the moisture content of the capacitor being controlled to less 
than 0.7%. None of the cited prior art teaches these limitations. The admitted prior art 
teaches all of claim 1 except for using aluminum tetrafluoride as the electrolyte solution, 
and the moisture content of the capacitor being controlled to less than 0.7%. Honda 
(US006219224B1) teaches testing the electrolytic capacitor at increased an humidity 
and obtaining a resultant moisture content of 0.42%, thus the moisture content was 
controlled below 0.7% as manufactured, but does not teach aluminum tetrafluoride as 
the electrolyte. Lessner (US006808615B2) teaches the advantage of phosphate treating 
an electrode (as in claim 2), but does not teach using aluminum tetrafluoride as the 
electrolyte solution. Nitta (US00651 91 37B1) teaches the advantages of a cross-linked 
peroxide butyl rubber seal for an electrolytic capacitor, but does not teach using 
aluminum tetrafluoride as the electrolyte solution. 

Claims 2-3 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 1 .
